trolling the waters of the Chalh-O- 
Lakes area ' starting with the' 1961 
boating season. The well known 
and welcomed boats will be off the 
waters. 

There are a number of reasons 
why this Was done. First, the State 
of Illinois has licensed boats as of 
1960 and we feel the state should 
bear the responsibility and costs oi* 
policing the waters through Its var- 
ious law enforcing agents, conser- 
vation officers, county sheriffs de- 
partment, etc.. 

The Chain-O-Lakes Water Patrol 
started as a volunteer patrol in 1955. 
The patrol was indorsed by the Lake 
County sheriff who helped this or- 
ganization all lie could. The boat- 
ing accidents and drownings were 
'reduced each year from 1955 to 1960. 

There Is still a great need for 
patrolling the waters but the cost 
is too great for volunteers. Last 
year it cost the patrol in excess of 
$2,500 to operate and no member 
received pay.

New Fishing Areas Opened 



The Illinois Department of . Con- 
servation has started "buoying off" 
the restricted areas in the Chain of 
Lakes region of Illinois, Director 
William T. Lodge announced today.

Columbia Bay also is under con- 
sideration for a fishing and bathing 
restricted area. ,

sage and channel ways and to pro- 
vide increased safety, measures. 

Frank S. Davis, of Havana, 111., 
in charge of boating for the depart- 
ment, has been studying the possi- 
bility of establishing more restrict- 
ed areas for fishing, while at the 
same time taking into account other 
users of the area and oil safety 
factors, Lodge said. 
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
